LEAD-ACID CELfc. 


A type of storage cell consisting 


of lead plates supported in a dilute 
solution of chemically pure sul- 
phuric acid and water. The active 
material of the positive plate is 
i«au jjerui.iue, wniio uie negative 
plate is composed, of sponge lead. 
When fully charged and on open 
circuit the voltage of the cell is 
slightly over two volts, and it is 
considered to be discharged when 
the voltage has fallen to approxi- 
mately 1.7 volts. When the eel! is 
fully charged the specific gravity of 
the 
clectiolyte is approximately 


J..2SO, and when discharged about 
1.150. The lead-acid cell 19 in gen- 
eral use as a souice of filament cur- 
rent, three of these cells being con- 
nected in series to form the 6 voli.

vacuum tube circuits. 


"FEED-BACK" CIRCUIT.

nerve of hearing are. Then there is 
the middle ear, -where are located 
the little bones—the mallet, the an- 
vil and the stirrup—which conduct 
the vibrations of the eardrum to 
the inner ear. Lastly, there is the 
outer ear, consisting of the outer 
auricle and canal which passes 
down to the ear drum. 


The ear canal is about three- 


quarters of an inch in length. It is 
not a straight opening like the in- 
sifie of a piece of rubber tubing. On 
the contrary it is shaped like an 
hour-gass, constricted in the mid- 
dle, 
and considerably twisted 
as 


well, 


This peculiar formation makes it 


difficult to see far into the ear and 
makes it equally difficult to poke 
something into the ear and to get it 
out if by accident it does enter. 


To keep insects from\ crawling 


into the canal, nature has provided 
a sticky secretion, popularly called 
ear-wax, to guard the entrance. 


This secretion, if it is pushed and 


crowded, may be packed into the 
extreme end of the canal, against 
the ear drum. Such a condition is 
called impaction of the ear-wax or 
"cerumen," as the doctors call it. 


Impacted wax impairs the hear- 


ing. 
It excludes the waves of sound 


and interferes with free movement 
of the eardrum. 


"Whenever you meet a cass of 


impacted cerumen, you may be 
sure the victim is suffering the ef- 
fect of his own overzealous efforts 
to keep his ear clean. 


You see, the wax glands which 


produce the wax are situated ex- 
ternal to the narrow part of the 
canal. Furthermore, the renewal of 
the skin of the canal is fio.n within 
outward, so the natural tendency 
of the —ax is to travel cut; of the 
ear. Left to itself, there 
n be no 


Impaction. It is the use of an ear- 
pick, a hairpin, or Of the rolled-up 
wash cloth that pushes the wax 
down against the drum. Leave your 
ear alona and the was will come 
out as it should. 


When once the trouble has de- 


veloped the wax must be 
"loved. 


To get it out easily, drop a little 
sweet oil or petroleum oil into the 
ear and let it stay there overnight 
or longer. This will soften the mass 
so it can be washed out with the 
help of a fountain syrinpe 


The syringe should not be hung 


more than si's or eight inches above 
the level of ihe ear. This v:ll in- 
vent such pressure as to cause diz- 
ziness and do harm. 


Let a quart or two of warm water 


run in and out of the ear and pret- 
ry soon out will conr>» a plug- of 
wa.x. Then the ear should be dried 
and the trouble is over.
